up in the lap of affluence, and had received their 
polished education simply for an ornament. A 
fretted and worn expression Was not always the 
character of that face which now wears the stamp 
of bitter disappointment and sore trial of the temper. 
But fortune has reversed the decrees of birth, and 
those accomplishments which once furnished a 
theme for flattery and admiration have bent to 
the necessity of achieving for their owner & daily 
subsistence by their daily and toilsome exertion. 

Not quite so full of hardship is the lot of those 
who have been educated to fill the post to which 
misfortune has appointed their fellow-teachers, 
Yet an opinion prevails, and not without founda- 
tion, that there are oceupations much lesslaborious, 
and certainly both better paid and more respected, 
than that of the governess. The task of educating 
children, under any circumstances, is acknowledged 
to be trying to the temper, and especially it is s0, 
under those which at once insult and hinder the 
exertions of most governcsses ; for there are here, 
as in all other cases, exceptions which do honour 
to the good sense and feeling to which they are 
attributable. And after all is done; after youth 
has been spent in. this ungrateful task, and when 
age approaches, and with it the decay of mental 
and physical capacity for labour, the governess, till 
¢ lately, found herself without stpport in her latter 
> days, save what the charity—often stinted and too 
2 frequently withheld—of an old pupil might extend, 
‘ or that friendly alms which is so seldom unaccom- 
2 panied by insuit. Relatives had died off or become 
strangers in affection through the force of new ties, 
Her own income never rose to that amount which

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THE DISTRESSED NEEDLEWOMEN. 

A srranan charitable blunder, it turns out after 
all, has been at the root of those fearful relations 
which for some years past haye every now and 
then made their appearance in the publie prints, 
revealing such wretchedness as overwhelmed the 
least sensitive mind with feelings of mingled 
horror and shame. Hundreds of young girls and 
women, charged with the support of mothers or 
children, have been toiling from earliest dawn till 
their eyes swelled in their heads for a miserable 
pittance, not sufficient, often, to prolong a life of 
constant suffering; and many and many a time, 
sinking under the weight of an intolerable burden, 
have these poor industrious creatures appealed 
from the terrors of an honest occupation to the 
comparative mercy of the criminal tribunals of 
their country; presenting themselves at the bar 
of justice in the shameful character of the felon; 
and looking forward to a gaol as to a blessed 
deliverance from the famine-fetters of their 
industry. 

Thanks to the society for the relief of these our 
unhappy countrywomen, the secret of this dire 
evil has at length been discovered. Mr, Roper, 
honorary secretary to this honourable body, in 


the past week explained to one of our magistrates 


in open court the nature of that secret, And it 
turns out that the union workhouses and metro- 
politan prisons have been the very appropriate 
sources whence all this misery has sprung, ‘To 
keep down the poor rates, and make the best job 
of their paupers, the guardians have turned the 
needles of their female dependents to account, and 
contracted with shirt-warehouses for the execution 
of wholesale orders at the wretched price of three- 
pence halfpenny. Of this they allowed each 
workwoman one farthing for each shirt, pocket- 
ing the remaining thirteen farthings, and, of 
course, ruining every needlewoman who was en- 
deavouring to maintain herself outside the parish 
workhouse. Naturally enough, employment was 
diverted from its legitimate channel ; to auch an 
extent, too, that one union alone was in the 
annual receipt of £200, What but near rene 
misery could result from a plan which reducec 
wages from one shilling and ninepence for each 
shirt to the wretched pittance of a few farthings ! 

But the unions have consented to desist from this 
destructive system, and we trust that their ex- 
ample will have the effect of shaming the prisons 
into an acquiescence with demands which they 
have hitherto rejected.

: 
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Eliza Faulkner was a friend of mine. I am a weaver 
in Mr. Orrell’s factory. The deceased was single and 
lived in the same house as I did. She was nearly 
twenty-one years of age. We were both going out 
together to our work this morning about ten minutes 
before six; and I saw the prisoner James Kelly some 
distance from us waiting about. I saw him first, and 
said, ‘*Do not go to him.” They had kept company 
about six months. She had told him that she would 
not keep his company owing to his badcharacter. She 
said to me, ‘Stop a few minutes ;” and I went on. 
When I had got to the mill I heard of her death, a 
short while afterwards. I did not pass him as I went 
to the mill. I did not see him do anything, nor did I 
hear him speak.—Thomas Sleigh, aged twelve, said : 
I know the prisoner by sight. I was going to my 
work and J saw Eliza Faulkner and the prisoner coming 
down the flags. As soon as they had passed me I saw 
him put his left arm round her neck, and he stabbed 
her in the neck. He had something in his hand, and 
I afterwards saw it was a large claspknife. Deceased 
turned her head and ran towards our door, She went 
into our house. I saw no more of her afterwards. 
When he cut her throat she screamed, and I saw a 
good deal of blood, I did not hear what she said. 
She screamed when he had hold of her, There was 
no one close by but us three. He stood still after he 
had cut her throat till I went away. He stood where 
he cut her throat.—The prisoner, in reply to an inter- 
rogation from the coroner, said he did not wish to put 
any question: what the witness said was correct, 
Other witnesses who saw the occurrence corroborated 
the evidence of Thomas Sleigh,— William Rayner, 
surgeon, said: I have examined the wound. It is an 
incised one, seven inches in length, commencing about 
two inches below the left ear, extending completely 
across the upper and front part of the neck, and ter- 
minates an inch and a half below the right ear. It 
passes through the skin and muscles, dividing the 
upper part of the windpipe, and separating it from 
the tongue; dividing also the front part of the Sere 
(esophagus). The right carotid artery and ig it in- 
ternal jugular vein are partially divided. The loss of 
blood would cause instant death.—The coroner said 
the duty of the jury was a very plain one, as the 
accused admitted every charge against him. They 
almost instantly returned a verdict of * Wilful murder.” 
The prisoner was informed that he would be removed 
for trial at the assizes.—He said that he had one favour 
to ask, and that was, to be allowed to see the body of 
the deceased. He had previously intimated a wish 
to see the body of the deceased during the day. His 
words to the coroner were, ‘I should like to see her 
once more, it is the request of a dying man,’’—The 
coroner replied that the power of granting this request 
would rest with Mr, Sadler, the chief superintendent 
of police, in whose charge he was, tis commit- 
ment to Kirkdale, for trial at the next Liverpool 
assizes, was then made out, and he was removed in 


custody, 


Massacre OF MISsSIONARIES.—MURDER OF 
Mr. AND Mrs. WuiteMan AND OtitEns,—The jour- 
nals from the Sandwich Islands bring numerous and 
gloomy details of the massacre of an entire community 
of Protestant missionaries settled in Columbia. For 
more than ten years this colony, composed of members 
distinguished in the society of American missions for 
their zeal, laboured, under the direction of the Rev. 
Dr. Whiteman, for the intellectual and religious cul- 
ture of the Cayouses, one of the most ferocious and 
most ignorant of the Indian tribes of the river Colum- 
bia. Many times already had threats of a disquieting 


> nature proved the ingratitude of this people towards 


their benefactors; but still, hoping that a higher degree 
of instruction would gradually do away with the per- 
verse instincts of savage life, the Rev, Mr. Whiteman 
had peaceably continued his work, neglecting even to 
take such precautions as ordinary prudence dictates in 
the midst of actual and permanent danger. Mean- 
while dysentery broke out at Waiilatpou, the chief 
place of the tribe, where, among the Indians only, it 
made rapid and cruel ravages. In his capacity of phy- 
sician Dr. Whiteman was surrounded by a crowd of 
sick, who implored him to employ for their cure the 
supernatural power with which they said he was en- 
dowed. The malady was at its highest point of inten- 
sity, almost all the sick died, and the Cayouses imagined 
that instead of remedies the missionaries administered 
poison to them, in order to destroy the tribe and gain 
possession of its territory, Some, convinced of the 
integrity of their pastor, combatted this horrible sus- 
picion, and proposed to test the effect of the medica- 
ments upon three persons, two of whom should be ill 
and one in perfect health; but all three, as if bya 
fatality, were carried off by the disease, and the tribe 
then resolved, in a moment of general rage, to put all 
the missionaries to death. At two hours after midda 
the Indians arrived, one by one, at the mission, with 
an air of calm and under various pretexts, having arms 
concealed under their cloaks. Dr. Whiteman was em- 
ployed in teaching the children, while his colleagues 
were occupied, some in study and others in domestic 
cares. The ladies were assembled in a large room 
where they taught the native girls to read and sew. 
_ ae the Indians found themselves in sufficient num- 
ers to execute their atrocious project, they suddenly 
surrounded all parts of the establishment, and throw- 
ing themselves upon their unfortunate victims, some 
with hatehets, others with pistols, soon turned the 
house of God into a horrible slaughter-house. The 
doctor received a ball in the centre of his breast and 
the blow of a hatchet on the head; he had just 
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strength enough to drag himself to a sofa when he 
breathed his last. His wife, Mrs, Whiteman, was lite- 
rally cut to pieces. ‘The other ladies and their children 
were about to undergo a similar fate, when a yoice 
from among the Indians cried, ‘‘ Pity the innocent 4? 
and they were spared. It has since become known 
that the fury of this savage horde was increased by 
the avowalof a Mr. Rogers, whose life the Cayouses 
promised to spare, if he confessed the treason of his 
superior. Terrified at the prospect of death, this 
missionary recounted that it was true that Dr, White- 
man wished to poison them, in order to give their 
territory to the ‘Americans; that his intention, dis- 
tinctly expressed in a council, was to give them a 
powerful dose of poison, which would carry them all 
off at once; but that, by the advice of Mr. Spalding, 
it had been resolved to poison them gradually, and 
that this was the cause of the mortality, After this 
melancholy evidence Mr. Rogers was allowed to go 
free; but an Indian, in the confusion seeing him in a 
corner, discharged his gun at him, death being most 
justly visited on him for the act which had aggravated 
the fate of his companions. Another missionary made 
similar avowals, adding that Mrs, Whiteman was in 
concert with her husband, which was doubtless the 
reason of the pity granted to the other females not 
being extended to her, The Cayouses asked this man 
if he were for their party or for the Americans ? He 
replied that he was for the Indians, and that he hated 
his companions ; upon which the Indians asked him 
to prove the truth of his words by killing the son of 
his chief, who was before them at the moment, at the 
same time putting a loaded pistol into his hands. 
The missionary hesitated a moment, pulled the trig- 
ger, and the young Whiteman fell dead at his feet! ! 
Of the fifteen members of the mission who were left 
extended in their blood, four still lived after the 
carnage ; these the Indians had struck less cruelly, 
believing them to be less guilty. As soon as Mr, 
Abernethy, governor of Columbia, received intelli- 
gence of this dreadful event, he sent a report to the 
Legislative Council of Oregon, and obtained imme- 
diate authority to levy 500 volunteers, to punish the 
tribe of the Cayouses. Ina few days from the depar- 
ture of the above intelligence, Captain Lee was to 
put himself at the head of this expedition, and doubt- 
less ample vengeance would be taken at Waiilatpou. 
But vengeance is less an object than to prevent this 
sad example being followed by the neighbouring 
tribes among whom the Society of Missionaries have 
founded numerous establishments without gaining the 
sympathy of the people, or bringing about a reform 
sufficiently deep-rooted to obviate the continual fear 
of a return to the ferocity of savage life. We are 
assured that the Hudson’s Bay Company has, on 
its part, sent a considerable reinforcement to Walla- 
Walla. ‘The question is, whether they will arrive 
goon enough to prevent the recurrence of such a mis- 


fortune. 


Faran Fire ar Brapririp.—Last week 
the farm buildings of Mr, Hawksworth, at Bradfield, 
were discovered to be on fire. The issuing smoke 
being observed by the workmen, they rushed to the 
spot, and were horror-stricken to hear from within the 
building the half-stifled screams of children for help, 
The lower doors being at once forced, two children 
were most intrepidly rescued from the burning mass. 
The two sufferers, little girls of nine and two years 
old, were awfully burnt, and were immediately con- 
veyed to the workhouse in the village, where the 
expired the same evening, the elder at seven olaloak 
and the younger shortly before twelve, — Sheffield 
Paper. ; 

Faran ConruaGRATION IN | WHITE- 
CHAPEL.—On Saturday morning last the inhabitants 
of Whitechapel-road, in the immediate vicinity of the 
church, were aroused from their slumbers by the 
springing of rattles and a general cry of ‘‘ Fire ” In 
the course of a few minutes it could be distinctly seen 
that the premises belonging to Mr. Alfred Frederick 
Watkinson, a staymaker and milliner, No. 46, White- 
chapel-road, were on fire. At that time the inmates, 
consisting of about half a dozen persons, were in their 
beds asleep. The police who were on duty in the dis- 
trict commenced knocking violently at the street door, 
and, after considerable trouble, succeeded in awaking 
Mr, Watkinson, but not until the shop and staircase 
were completely enveloped in flame, so that all means 
of descending to the street door were cut off. The 
other inmates having been made sensible of the great 
danger to which they were exposed, they attempted, 
but in vain, to get down the stairs, and the moment 
they got on the landing they were met by such a dense 
mass of flame and smoke as nearly suffocated them.

She was repeatedly told 
to get out and walk along the blind-box over the shop 
front, but this she refused, and said ‘‘ she would never 
leave unless she could rescue her boy, who was in the 
midst of the fire.’ There is no dou bt that, had it not 
been for the praiseworthy and intrepid conduct of Mr, 
Watkinson, both Mrs. Pitt and the two children 
would have been burnt to death. Owing to the great 
quantity of timber used in the construction of the 
building, but few minutes passed away before the 
house, from the ground floor to the room in which the 
inmates were, was in one immense sheet of flame, 
which rushed through the door and window shutters 
with the greatest impetuosity, and extended com- 
letely over the footpath into the middle of the road, 
r. Watkinson at this juncture got upon the narrow 
lead flat, and, although the flames mounted over his 
head, succeeded in snatching from the flames a child, 
about four years of age, which he handed to a soldier 
below. The child fortunately received no injury; but 
a daughter of Mrs. Pitt, a girl about nine years of age, 
was clinging to the side of her mother, who was 
leaning over the window and bewailing the loss of 
another son. Mr. Watkinson laid hold of this child 
(her wearing apparel being in flames) and threw her 
out of the window. She fell on the pavement below, 
and was immediately taken to the London Hospital, 
severely, if not fatally, injured. Notwithstanding 
that the fire was burning his hands and face, Mr. Wat- 
kinson stood to his ae and by great exertions 
managed to pull Mrs. Pitt out of the room, when she 
also fell upon the stone flags, and was likewise re- 
moved to the hospital, Finally the engines arrived, 
and allayed in some measure the fears of the inhabi. 
tants, and, there being an abundant supply of water 
furnished by the East London main, the engines were 
set to work under the direction of Mr. Braidwood and 
the other chief officers. Whilst these were busily 
engaged, the whole of Mr. Watkinson’s premises not 
consumed by fire fell with a tremendous crash, block- 
ing up the foot-pavement, and nearly burying several 
of the firemen. After two hours’ hard working the 
firemen succeeded in getting the fire entirely extin- 
guished, and, as soon as the ruins were cool enough, 
they commenced their search for the lad who was 
known to have perished. After some time his body 
was found on the ground floor, standing almost in a 
perpendicular position on its head, clearly showing 
that he must have been in one of the upper rooms, 
and when the flooring gave way had fallen head fore- 
most into the place where he was found. From the 
fact of a handkerchief being round his neck, and 
his stockings being on his fect, it is supposed that he 
stopped after being alarmed to dress himself, instead 
of making his escape. Parts of the body were burnt 
to a cinder. Respecting the origin of the outbreak 
nothing that can be depended on could be learned, 
Official Report :-— No. 45, Whitechapel-road.—Mr.

A lad 
named S. T. Pitt burnt to death, and Mrs, Pitt, with 
her daughter, a girl nine years of age, seriously 
burnt, and taken to the hospital.”’ The unfortunate 
child, Priscilla Pitt, who, along with her mother, was 
80 severely burnt at the above fire, expired in the 
London Hospital on Saturday forenoon. From the 
time the child was admitted very little hopes 
were entertained by the surgeons ‘of that insti- 
tution that she could recover. Mrs, Pitt, the mother, 
who is far advanced in pregnancy, is also most fear- 
fully burnt about her legs and thighs, and it is ex- 
tremely doubtful whether she will survive, Every- 
thing is being done for her by the medical staff of 
the ‘hosaital that humanity or surgical skill can 
suggest ; but itis feared that all wil prove unayail- 
ing. The father of the two children is in a state of 
dreadful mental anguish. Mr. Watkinson, the pro. 
prietor of the premises, who was severely burnt: in 
endeavouring to save the lives of Mrs. Pitt's family, 
is considerably better, and we are happy to learn that 
nothing fatal need be apprehended in his case.—On 
Monday an inquest was held at the London Hospital 
on the bodies of Samuel Taylor mice aged thirteen, 
and Priscilla Pitt, aged nine, who died in consequence 
of injuries received at the above disastrous fire. 
Evidence was given by Mr. Watkinson route j 
and the jury returned a verdict, ‘‘ That the ears 
died from the effects of burns, but how the fire 
occurred there was no evidence to prove.

KIDNAPPING AN INFLUENTIAL PERSONAGE. 
A gentleman of property was recently kidnapped, and 


conveyed from his mansion to the oon of Water- 
ford mountains and the encampment. He there saw 
a body of men whose number he estimated at 3000, 
and was introduced to six persons dressed in green 
and gold uniforms, who offered and pressed upon him 
the command; he refused, and Sxpontaleted with 
them on their folly, saying it was hopeless to cope with 
the Queen’s troops, especially for unarmed men ; 
upon which one of them stepped out and ordered the 
multitude to show their arms, which, indeed, he was 
surprised to see on account of their number. The 
upshot of the whole affair was, that after a long con- 
ference they allowed him to depart, threatening him 
with death if he told of their position or was in any 
way unfriendly to them.

The accounts which have recently reached 
Dublin from the southern districts state that the 
large bodies of the peasantry which had been 
assembled along the Suir and in the neighbouring hills 
in the early part of the week had broken up into small 
bands of between thirty and fifty, and that these were 
traversing the country without any apparently devised 
object, unless it might be the dinner-hunting one of 
cattle and sheep stealing. 


The state prisoners have been removed from 
Kilmainham to Clonmel. Great privacy was observed. 
About six o’clock on Monday evening the governor 
of Kilmainham gaol received orders to have the state 
prisoners in readiness for departure at half-past eight 
o’clock by the Great Southern and Western Railway. 
The order was at once communicated to the prisoners, 
who proceeded to pack up their luggage, &c. Soon 
after the arrival of the last train (quarter past eight) 
from Limerick, considerable bustle prevailed at the 
terminus—a carriage and eight horses were put into 
the luggage-vans, and a special engine with three 
carriages teed of them first-class) was placed on the 
down line. About two hundred constabulary, with 
fixed bayonets, were placed in order outside the 
terminus door and along the platform inside. Mr. 
Smith O’Brien had a cloak thrown loosely over his 
shoulders, looked very well, and walked with his 
usual firm step. He took off his hat, and remained 
uncovered till the train departed.

General Viscount Hardinge, G.C.B. and G.C.H., pre- 
vious to leaving India ordered the transmission of two 
of the Sikh field-battery guns taken at Lahore to be 
forwarded to this country for presentation to her 
Majesty.

The 
carriages are of a superior description, made by 
talented natives. The limbers, the ammunition- 
boxes, and the wheels are made of the finest teak, 
richly embossed with brass, and inlaid with steel 
throughout the whole length of the brass borders.

The new pardessus, called the casavek, just in- 
troduced in Paris, is likely to bea favourite during 
the autumn. It is of small size, and it forms an 
appropriate intermediary between the mantelet 
and scarf, and the winter cloak or cachmere shawl, 
At the present season these casaveks are made of 
taffety, and are half wadded; but others made of 
satin and velyet are in preparation for cooler 
weather, which may be looked for in a week or two 
hence. ‘hey are lined with silk of gay colours, 
such as pink, blue, or amber, and trimmed with 
gimp, fringe, lace, or narrow rows of velvet. 

A mantle, of a form entirely new, has been made 
by one of the principal modistes of Paris, for a lady 
now sojourning at Baden-Baden, It is called the 
Hindostan, and it combines the advantages of the 
casavek with those of the long cloak called the 
burnous worn last winter, it possesses the lightness 
of the one and the warmth of the other, The 
burnous descends to the feet, or nearly so, like the 
cloak in which the Arabs of the Desert envelope 
themselves ; but the hindostan is formed after the 
pattern of the short cloak worn by the boatmen of 
the Ganges, to protect themselves against the chill 
air to which they are exposed after sunset and 
before sunrise, ‘Che hindostan reaches only to the 
knees, but it is very full, and hangs in large folds 
at the lower part. The arms pags through arm- 
holes, which are concealed by the fulness. White 
cashmere is the favourite material for this sort of 
cloak, to which a trimming of broad white silk 
fringe gives the traditionary oriental character, 
This cloak may be made with a small hood, cal« 
culated to serve ag a covering for the head with- 
out disarranging the colffure, For this reason the 
hindostan is peoullarly well adapted for an even- 
ing wrap. 

Lhe bonnets {n preparation for the ensuing 
Season are marked by a slight variation from the 
shapes worn during the summer. The fronts, 
which are a slight degree deeper, are cut so as to 
encircle the face and to tie closely under the chin, 
Thebavolet, orcurtain, atthe buck, isalsomado fuller 
and deeper than heretofore. The most fashionable 
autumnal bonnets are those of leghorn, They are 
frequently trimmed with coloured velvet, but’ rib. 
bon is on the whole preferred. ‘The ribbons of the 
present season, it may be mentioned, are exqui- 
sitely beautiful, presenting splendid combinations 
of colour, Among the Many novelties in artificial 
flowers we may mention a pink and white pistillis, 
a flower of the cactus family, It has long pistils 
sprouting out gracefully from the centre of the 
corolla. ‘This flower has a beautiful effect in a leg- 
horn bonnet, Corn-ears are likewise imitated in 


perfection, and they are very fashionable either in 
bunches by themselves or mingled with corn. 
flowers. 


wers. Wild flowers of every description and 
daisies in every colour are much employed in 
trimming autumnal bonnets, Velvet flowers are 
likely to become very fashionable, We have ob- 
served several satin bonnets with bouquets of 
velvet flowers, in hucs harmonizing with the colour 
of the satin. 

Caps are much worn, both in morning and 
evening dress, Those of the fanchon, or half. 
handkerchief form are very pretty for demi. 
toilette. With these headdresses the hair should 
be arranged in full bandeaux, With small round 
caps the hair should be in long ringlet curls at 
each side of the face. Some round caps have 
lately been made of rows of lace tacked together, 
and between each row is run a narrow velvet rib. 
bon, cerise, amber, or blue. The effect of this 
arrangement is exceedingly pretty. 

As an evening headdress, lappets of blonde or 
lace are very generally worn, ‘hese consist of a 
narrow band, or, as the French term it, an 
echarpe, rather narrower at the middle part than
